Com paring rates of the G ettys­ 
burg w ater company witti those of 
ten other com m unities in Pennsyl- 
pania, a joint com m ittee of council 
and the 
Gettysburg 
Cham ber of 
Commerce learned, at a meeting 
Friday evening a t the fire engine 
house, th a t 
the local 
company’s 
rates are highest. 
The com m ittee compa-ed the flat 
service rates of eleven communities 
in Pennrylvania and four in M ary­ 
land as they afreet the average-slze 
house w ith two spigots, a bathtub, 
toilet and wash basin. 
Among the 
eleven communities 
In Pennsylvania, G ettysburg's flat 
service rate for the average house 
Is 127 a year, according to thecom - 
m ltte’s figures.

Eleven Brewery 
Charters Granted 
N ew Air Queen 
TODAY'S TALK

Since the passage by congress of 
the act making it legal to sell the 
3.2 beer, eleven charters have been 
granted to newly organized cor­ 
porations who made application to 
the secretary of the commonwealth 
for the right to brew the amber 
fluid. 
Their combined capitalization is 
$1,309,000. of which they have paid 
the commonwealth the sum of $2,618 
as bonus, in addition to the regu­ 
lar patent fee of $30.00 each. Three 
of them have a capitalization of only 
$5,000 each. 
Tile largest is capi­ 
talized at $750,000. another for $300.- 
000. and a third for $100,000. 
In addition to the eleven domestic 
corporations twelve organized in 
other states have been registered in 
Pennsylvania. Of the twelve, eleven 
are from Delaware, and one from 
Maryland. 
Application for brewing are com­ 
ing in almost daily, but each is given 
a thorough investigation before a 
charter is granted. 
Each must 
designate that it will manufacture 
‘ lawful” beverage. 
The revival of 
the beer business has given a great 
impetus to stock selling, and there 
is a strong suspicion that some of 
the companies have been formed for 
the main purpose of unloading beer 
stocks on the public. Investors are 
warned to carefully investigate any 
such projects before putting any 
money into them.
